others _ Under duress，to “confess" 
their false entry.， In exchange for 
their confessions, ,the Chinese were 
offered amnesty 站 they had “bro- 
ken no other laws”and given the 
opportunity to "bring their true 
families to this country,，”according 
to former INS investigator Erancis 
1Le0. ， 

Most historians agree that during 
the period of Chinese exclusion 
from 1882 to 196$，the majority of 
the Chinese who came to the Us 
came under fraudulent visas and 
citizenships. 

"Ninety percent of the Chinese 
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who came to this country did so 
under Some taint of 位 aud or illeg- 
ality,”according to Lim P. Lee，the 
former SF postmaster，who as an 
aide to the late Congressman Phillip 
Burton advised Chinese Americans 
on the confesssion pIogram. 

Longtime immigration attorney 
William_ Jack Chow estimates that， 
"at least fifty percent of all the 
immigrants during the exclusion 
period came in on false papers，but 
eighty percent of those were mem- 
bers of the extended family.” 

Immijgrants from Western Europe 
and other :areas of the world 
wanted the same good life in Amer- 
ican that the Chinese wanted，bnut 
the other immigrants did not face 
the _ battery of discriminatory laws 
that greeted the Chinese.

SAN FRANCISCO - At a emo- 
tional，boisterous _ community meet- 
ing called by the Chinese Commau- 
nity Housing Corporation (CCHC) 
Tuesday evening at the Mei Lun 

-Yuen dining room，a small group of 
tenants from the Ping Yuen Hous- 
ing project gave CCHC executive 
director Gordon Chin an earful 
about why they remain adamantly 
Opposed to 3a housing .Project PrIo- 
posed for the North Ping Yuen 
Parking lot.(EA 了 4/9/187) 

Chin began the meeting，which 
was bilingual，with a report about 
CCHC board action taken on April 
20 io try a two-pronged approach 
to get the senior housing project 
built and approved by Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD). 

Chin said the Project was being 
modified in the hopes of "reaching 
an acceptable compromise with the 
Ping Yuen tenants.”But CCHC will 
also 'ask HUD for time and permis- 
Sion to look at alternative sites 
outside of Chinatown. 

"We hope a compromise can be 
Ieached. If _ community and tenant 
Support for the North Ping Yuen 
Site cannot be achieved within a 
Ionth OF Six weeks”Chin warned， 
"we will have to develop the Project 
outside of Chinatown." 

Chbin outlined new features of the 
plan aimed at placating critics and 
Ping Yuen tenants. The top floor is 
being removed，reducing the number 
of unit from 40 to 31. The 41 
parking spaces would remain. "IThe 
reduced height would preserve 
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views and virtually eliminate 
shadow impacts Chin said. 

In a Prepared statement (which 
was SOmewhat harsher in tone than 
Chin's Temarks at the meeting)， 
Chin criticized Ping Yuen tenants 
for stonewalling _ attempts at media- 
tion. 

"We have tried Several times to 
meet with the tenants，offering to 
Imeet in any forum they prefer， We 
have made personal requests，writ- 
ten 3a jletter and asked Supervisor 
Tom HHsieh to bring the Parties 
together. All of these attempts were 
rejected and we can conclude that 
the tenants are Dot interested ip 
discussing，OT even hearing，solu- 
tions to the Substantive environmen- 
tal impact issues of shadow，view 
and parking. Their position is that 
nO housing Should be built on the 
Site.” 


ANGRY AND VOCAL 


Chin soon found out what the 
Ping Yuen tenants present thought. 
They were angry and vocal，several 
times engaging in verbal battles 
with tenants in the audience -from 
other housing projects in Chinatown 
Who favor the project. 

Ping Yuen tenant JIvy Lew said 
that the parking lot Space is needed 
for access by fire trucks. She said 
that youths have started fires in a 
bin at the . project and the new 
development would create a safety 
hazard. 

Other Ping Yuen tenants accused 
Chin of "not telling the truth” in 


PRC and Taiwan Officials Attend 
CACA'S 75th Anniversary Fete in LA 


LOS ANGELES - A celebration 
of the 7Sth anniversary of the 
founding of the LA lodge of Chi- 
nese American Citizens Alliance on 
April 10 was an historic occasion. 
For the first time consuls from the 
Peoples Republic of China (PRC) 
and Tepresentatives from Taiwan's 
North American Coordinating Coun- 
cll (NACC) sat at neighboring 
tables as CACA'S official guests. 

Both PRC Consul Lin Guozhang 
and NACC'S Chen HSsi Tsan spoke 
and congratulated CACA for its 
accomplishments fighting for Chi- 
nese American civil Tights. Lin 
also informed the audience that the 
PRC will soon establish a consulate 
general in LA. 

However，a discordant note was 
heard at this gathering of three 
hundred when the President of the 
LA Chinese Consolidated Benevolent 
Association Wong Jun Wah was 
invited to speak， Wong immediately 
launched into an anti-communist 
diatribe， He was greeted by scat- 
tered applause among the gathering 
of three hundred，Other guests 
clinked cups and saucers and 
banged on the furniture to signal 


their disapproval. 

The master of ceremonlies eased 
the tense _ Situation Somewhat when 
he stated that this is not a_ suitable 
Platform for airing such political 
issues and that the Speech did not 
Tepresent CACA. 


CACA Grand Lodge President 
JIrving Lai also stressed that CACA 
intends to_maintain friendly Tela- 
tions with all who are friendly to 
the organization and expressed the 
wish that both PRC and Taiwan 
officials can continue to participate 
and speak at similar CACA func- 
tions. 

Many state and local political 
luminaries attended the affair，An 
award from CACA and Gov. George 
Deukmejian was also given to 
Ronald Lew for ,his appointment as 
a federal district judge by President 
Ronald Reagan. 3 

The CACA was founded in SF in 
1895. The first local lodges -- in 
LA,，SF and Oakland -- were char- 
tered ip 1912. The SF lodge will 
celebrate its own 7Sth anniversary 
May 9，and the Oakland lodge 
probably in June.

ducted by Selection Research，JInc. 
(SRJI) of Lincoln，Nebraska，one of 
the top 1S polling agencies of its 
type in _ the nation. SRI hired 
trilingual telephone interviewers 
(English，Cantonese，Mandarin) who 
calljed Chinese-surnamed households 
in the counties of SF，San Mateo， 
Marin，Santa _ Clara and Alameda. 
They offtered to conduct the 20-mi- 


nute interview in any of the three 


]anguages. 

To make sure the Sample was 
Tepresentative of all Chinese in the 
SIX counties，SRI added up the 
number of Chinese surnames listed 
in the_ entire area，and called as 
Iany people in each zip code as 
was pIOportional to the overall 
population. Therefore，SF_ residents 
Teceived 351%0 of the calls. Asian 
Yellow Pages helped design the 
Imethodology of the survey and pro- 
vided randomly-selected telephone 
numbers. 

According to Sherman，most tele- 
Vision _ stations are tested for 
viewership by the Nielsen. and Arbi- 
tron Tating Systems， "However，they 
dont monitor the households where 
English is spoken as a second lan- 
guage， he said， "They are elimi- 
nated from the Surveys. So we 
have had a tough time over the 
years demonstrating OUIT viewership." 
Many companies，said Sherman， 
"are Starting to realize the Chinese 
American market out here. But it's 
a mystery to them. A lot of 
questions on the Survey were dues- 
tions that .a particular agency 
wanted to find out the answer to， 
like McDonald's or a_ clothing store." 


SAFEWAY 


Of the respondents，342% said they 
do not eat at fast-food restaurants， 
and an equal number Said they had 
bought new clothes in the past 60 


days，but only 24% had bought beer 
in the past month. Ninety-two 
percent Said they had shopped at 
9afeway or Lucky's in the past 10 
days， compared to 21% at local 
Chinese markets. Nearly 54% own 
their own homes，and 33% had 
bought a .TV，videocassette recorder 
OT stereo within the past year. 

A question on viewership revealed 
that KISF is the third most- 
watched television station by Chi- 
nese in the Bay Area KGO Chan- 
nel 7 finished first，followed by 
KPIX Channel 3 In fourth Place 
was 下 RON Channel 4. 

One reason for 玉 GO'S top Tank- 
ing is that its 11 pm news is Simul]- 
cast in Cantonese on Tadio station 
KALW (91.7 FEM). 

But in SFE，KTSF ranked number 
one.， To the management'Ss Surprise， 
the viewership was higher in the- 
Richmond and Sunset districts than 
in Chinatown. 

"It _ could have something to do 
with reception Problems,” Said 
Sherman. Although KKISF is on 
cable television，many Chinatown 
buildings are not wired for cable. 

The research project was headed 
by Gale Muller，vice president of 
SRI. 

"We work for local independent 
television stations around the 
country. We have done Some SurT- 
veys in Spanish，but this was OUT 
first one .in Chinese,” he said in 3 
telephone interview. 

Once the respondents mc they 
had the. option of speaking in any 
of three jlanguages，Said Muller， 
they became very cooperative， “We 
had a very very low refusal rate.… 

Thirty Percent Said they SPpoke 
only Cantonese at home. Only in 
Santa_ Clara County . was Mandarin 
predominant.

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Relocation of Japanese Americans Was 
Our Shame， Justice Dept. Tells Court 


WASHINGTON，DC - The “US 


Supreme Court heard _ arguments 
Monday，April 20，in VS ww 于/- 
am onmz involving reparations to 
Japanese Americans imprisoned in 
camps during World War 工 . 

US Justice Department attorneys 
are appealing a US Court of 
Appeals _ decision last year that 
Said its not too late for Japanese 
Americans detained during World 
War JI and their descendants to 
Seek a trial on the relocation. 

The governments top lawyer， 
Solicitor General Charles Fried 
admitted Monday that the relocation 
of over 120,000 Japanese Americans 
has a "frankly racist cast which 
Was OUI Shame.” 

But Fried denied that survivors 
of the relocation have any right to 
ITeopen the case. “There was nothing 
hidden or sneaky about this wrong 
judgmentb"”he told the court. 

The appeals court said that the 
government may have to pay “just 
compensation” for property losses 
Suffered by those imprisoned，bnut 
also ruled that the government is 
Immune from being sued for alleged 
Violations of constitutional rights. 


SITATUTE OF LIMITATIONS 


Despite the fact that the US has 
already paid 3$37 million in claims， 
Fried told the court that the six- 
year statute of limitations on such 
a lawsuit began in 1942，whben the 
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Telocations were ordered.， News 
reports Said that consevative Chief 
Justice William Rehnquist Seemed 
SyImpathetic to the governmentS 
argument that there was DO Substan- 
tial 'legal reason to reopen the 
relocation debate. 

The case is being waged by Wil 
liam Hohri，a 60-year-old compnuter 
programmer from Chicago，and 18 
other ex-detainees，with the Support 
of a coalition of Japanese American 
and civil rights grouPs. 


Hohri，whose father was a Meth- 
odist minister in North Hollywood， 
Spent SoOme of his teenage years at 
Camp Manzanar in California. 

Hohri's attorney told the court 
that Japanese Americans didmt bave 
the information they needed to 
reopen the case until 1983. 

Evidence was revealed by a_ com- 
Imission created by Congress that 
the  _ government deceived the 
Supreme -Court during the war 
about the patriotism of Japanese 
American and the 1likelihood that 
they might be a threat to Spy for 
the Japanese government. 

Estimates of wartime property 


losses of Japanese Americans run as 
high as $4.2 billion. Attorneys for 
the Japanese Americans Say 60,000 
SUrVivors of the relocation are still 
alive and adding to this the legal 
descendants make the possible legal 
claimants about 150,000. 

Hohri in remarks to the press 
Monday indicated he is not placated 
by an admission of guilt from the 
Us Justice Department. 

"It would be a victory 让 the 
Solicitor general was on Our Side 
and fighting our case. He is Sup- 
posed to be the one who upholds 
the Constitution of the United 
States."

LIMITLESS SPACE 

As everyone must know，Iokyo is a 
city where space is at a premium. Con- 
trasting this essential aspect of life in 
Tokyo, making do with fnite space, the 
exhibit shows the opposite idea,，limitless 
space, by evoking a reflecting environ- 
ment. In a sea of enigmatic, fickering 
lights in a dark room，you cross a bridge 
and imagine boundless space. Ito and 
Sugiura create a tranquil space that speaks 
to all who traverse their symbolic bridge， 
A Buddha placed in asmall room nearby 
was meant to be at the level of the bridge， 
to greet the viewer in the mood of

serenity. Unfortunately， isolated 'in 
another room, the Buddhas connection 
to this wonderful state of mind may be 
lost. 

Another imaginative environment is 
that created by Hiroshi Hara. On vertical 
sheets of clear plexiglas,， Hara etched 
outlines of men and women，control 
panels, indicator ljamps，switches，trees， 
birds, the moon and stars. 

In a dark room, yousee a 12-minute 
sequence of computer-programmed lights 
blinking，which triggers these images to 
light up in various parts of the space. Its 
like watching a reflection of your brain at 
WOrk. 


“SAMURALJOGGER?” 

Another masterpiece is Masami 
Teraokas large six-panel folding screen 
entitled “Samurai' Jogger”Like Kunio- 
yoshi, a 19th-century woodblock printer 
by whom Teraoka has been infuenced in 
his fgurative style，Ieraoka also shows 
men and women in everyday scenes. 

The large scale of the screen fits his 
subject. He shows a muscular tattooed 
man in samurai robes balanced on one leg 
and tying a sneaker as a women also in 
traditional dress towels herself from a 
hot-tub soak. Two other women watch， 
enjoying their soak, relaxing. 

The soft-pink cherry tree in bloom 
and the tight composition capture the 
humor and sensuality of IJokyos more 
intimate side. It shows a fanciful aspect of 
thbe daily life of a city once known for its 
Yoshiwara or "red-light district2 

Teraoka, a new-age artist who works 
in California,， Hawaii and Japan，repre- 


sents the contemporary spirit of IJokyo. 


Rand Castile, director of the Asian 
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Art Museum, along with Martin Fried- 
man, director of the Walker Art Center 
in Minneapolis, and Mildred Friedman， 
design curator at the Walker Art Centeb 
collaborates on this fascinating exhibit. 

Castile explained to Easy West that

SAN FRANCISCO - Developers of 
a medical building and professional 
center in Oakland Chinatown held 
a press briefing in San Francisco 
Chinatown 1last week to point out 
Some unique features of their new 
Project. 

The development team is led by 
stockbroker and real estate devel- 
oper Jack Wu and architect Merrill 
Jew，and includes attorney Jim 
Johnson and businessman Peter 
Vedrossian. 

Called the Madison Square Profes- 
Sional Center， the three-story， 
newly-remodeled 45,000 square-foot 
former location of Goodwill Indus- 
tries ls currently looking for retail 
tenants for the ground foor and 
professionals，Pparticularly doctors， 
dentists，and other medical Special- 
ists for the top two floors. 


Thbhe building is at 212 Ninth 
9treet and Wu pointed out that the 
location is an advantageous one， 
with a BART station，a California 
state office building，the Oakland 
Museum and many other downtown 
landmarks nearby. 

“TIhe main purpose is to create a 
complete medical center in Oakland 
Chinatown to facilitate patients who 
(otherwise would) have to travel far 
away to Seek medical help,”accord- 
ing to promotional materials. 

The project is being marketed 
jointly_ by Ted Dang of Common- 
wealth Companies and Carl Chan of 
Claremont Realty，both of Oakland. 

Chan said at the press conference 
that tbhe unique civic benefits for a 
medical center in Oakland China- 
town was One Teason for the two 
Ieal estate companies sharing the

The Bank of the Orient Becomes First 
US Bank with Full-service China Branc 


SAN FRANCISCO - The Bank of 
the Orient last week became the 
first US bank to open a full-service 
branch in China. Although nearly 
all the major US banks and many 
smaller institutions have "represent- 
ative” offices ipP China，mnone is 
known to have fll-service branches 
that are permitted to take deposits 
and lend money. 

The bank opened the branch iD 
Xiamen (Amoy)，one of fonuir special 
economic zones in southern China 
in which foreign investors Teceive 
preferential treatment. 

The _ institution already has two 
Iepresentative offices in China -- 
one in Xiamen that it opened in 
1983 and one ip Zhuhai，in Guang- 
dong Province that was opened ip 
1984. The special economic zone 让

HIGH SUICIDE RATE 


A study done by Dr， Sanford 
Tom，the first bilingual psychiatrist 
to practice in SF Chinatown，de- 
monstrated that the suicide rate in 
the .30s among the SF Chinese was 
"Six times the national average and 
three times the average in SF.”Tom 
feels that one factor contributing to 
this high rate was the "closing o 储 
of mainland China -- making many 
older immigrants feel they would be 
stuck here forever and the stress of 
family separations." 

The political climate also played 
a IOole. "The US government sus- 
pected that all Chinese were com- 
munists which was fed by the 
Korean War and McCarthy era 
hysteria， With the FFBI swooping 
down and interrogating People，and 
the enforcement of gambling laws 
with raids，it was a very bad time 


for Chinese,” recalls Tom.， 
Therapist and Social worker Rudy 
Kao recall that most of the 


seriously il elderly clients he saw 
in the mid ”60'S$s were diagnosed as 
"paranoic and/or depressed." 

The mental health problems 
caused by the forced separation of 
families didnt end with the reform 
of immigration laws in 1963. Linda 
Wang，SF county mental healtb 
administrator and former clinic 
director at the Chinatown-North 


(INS Investigator Francis) Leo recalled some 
interrogations in which the alleged son had the 
papers so well memorized that he "gave the 
answer before the questions Were asked. 


Beach clinic recalled some of the 
cases at the clinic. "We Saw quite a 
few cases of grown first-born Sons 
having great difficulty relating to 
their fathers once they were TIeu- 
nited -- also problems between 
SPOUSeS. 

In Some cases， the problems 
continue into_ the next generation， 
as "Brown Sons have difficulty as 
fathers，because they， never had a 
father in the home,”Wang Said. 


SYSTEM OF FRAUD 


The 1882 Chinese Exclusion Act 
banned Chinese immigration except 
for exempt classes Provided for by 
treaty。Those with US citizenship， 
ie US-born or born abroad of Us 
citizens，however，are eligible to 
enter the country. This provided the 
opening round which the Chinese 


created an elaborate System af 
deception to come to the US， In 
this they received key asssistance 
from an act of God and the US 
COurts. 

Since one consequence of the 
1906 SF earthquake and fire was 
the destruction of birth records， 
Chinese born outside the US could 
claim a US _ birth Once given a 
"commissioner discharge,” the equi- 
valent of a birth certificate， 
Chinese Americans were able to 
Petition for their children. 

According to a Teport written for 
the US Department of State in 
1933，if all the .Chinese who 
claimed citizenship by birth Prior 
to 1906 were valid，each Chinese 
woman living in the US during that 
period would have given birth to 
800 childrenl 

In order to bring over as many 
descendants” as ” possible， Chinese 
men with US citizenship，after 3a 
visit back to China，would declare 
a_ marriage and child(ren)，-- ,even 
这 it was a lie. A person in China 
with no relative in the US could 
then arrange to buy a slot from 
Someone who had one with the 
appropriate age and dialect: 

Because China at that time kept 
no official birth records，it was 
almost impossible to disprove the 
claims. 

Not all of the men were moti- 
vated by greed. Many of the immi- 
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grants listed extra children because 
they felt obligated to do So. The 
Chinese tradition of providing 
"Saang loh"” -- to give a future -- to 
relatives compelled many men to 
Create Slots for their nephews and 
other members of their extended 
family. 

Therefore,，many Chinese came to 
the US with adopted names and 
identities of men not their fathers. 
They became "paper Sons. 

The INS,，long suspicious of immi- 
gration fraud，created an equally 
elaborate interrogation Process to 
"catch"” the Paper Sons. 

New arrivals were ofTiginally 
detained in a wooden shed at the 
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SF wharf and later in barracks .on 
Angel Island.， They weren't released 
until they had Successfully answered 
questions covering in detail all 
aspects of their village and family 
life. Their "fathers" were inteT- 
Viewed Separately .and the INS 
would match the answers. 

To Synchronize stories， fathers 
would send coaching papers to their 
"paper Sons"”in China. These papers， 
often the size of a book，included 
Dames of relatives，dates of birth， 
and the fathers recollections of the 
Village physical and social organiza- 
tion. 

Even TIeal Sons and real fathers 
had difficulty describing in similar 
detail their villages，since memories 
Play tricks and no two._ people have 
the same view of reality. 

Coaching papers were memorized 
and thrown overboard or otherwise 
disposed of before the immigrants 
landed on US Soil Leo recalled 
some interrogations in which the 
alleged son had the Papers So well 
memorized that he "gave the answer 
before the questions was asked." 


PHANTOM VILLAGE 


An example of how elaborate the 
fraud became can be seen in the 
Story of Sai Kee Village，which 
Te -magazine (Z[A20L58) ,described 
as 'one of the biggest frauds Perpe- 
trated on 3a SoOvereign government." 

9al Kee village originally existed 
in China，but as each newcomer 
came into the country，he would be 
questioned by the INS and after- 
wards would write down all of his 
Own testimony So that those whom 
he brought in would tell the same 
story. As time past，the description 
of the village no longer corre- 
sponded with the situation in the 
real village in China. 

According to retired immigration 
investigator Francis Leo，the village 
became "a phantom village， with 
many of the petitioners not even 
coming from the_ village it was 
meant to describe." 

Immigration fraud didn't end 
with paper Sons， Village clanspeople 
expected thbhose who had immigrated 
to the Us to create Slots for addi- 
tional paper sons， Should the Paper 
SoOn not “pass the interrogation 
Process，the village's future chances 
for immigration was jeopardized 
and the young man returned home 
in disgrace -- his family shamed. 
The system created to _ circumvent 
exclusion laws Self-perpetuated， 
plunging the Pparticipants into a 
labyrinth of false relationships. 


DRUMWYWRIGHT REPORT 


In 1953$，during the height of the 
MecCarthy era，the US consul gen- 
eral in Hong 玫 ong wrote the Drum- 
wIight Report which outlined the 
fraudulent means by which Chinese 
WwWeIe entering the US The eonsul 
warned of a "serious problem of 
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national Security，most Particularly 
in Tespect to the security of the 
Chinese communities in the US and 
loyal American citizens of Chinese 
Tace， 

The goal was to encourage the 
destruction of the "system of fraud 
-- thus bringing to an end a system 
of buying and selling the rights of 
American citizenship before Com- 


Leo， many associations whose 
ITecords hadn't been subpoenaed 
burned them to prevent their seiz- 
ure， 了 Examination of the records 
would have exposed individuals who 
did not carry the Same last name as 
the family association thereby 
exposing them as probable paper 
SOns，

No Proof existed then or now 
that the China ever tried to_ export 
communism through either the buy- 
ing of false papers or the black- 
Imailing of paper Sons. But the 
fear of communism added an over- 
Powering momentum to the confes- 
Sion program. 

On Feb. 29，1956，the SF Federal 
Grand Jury secured subpoenas 
against appproximately 26 family 
and district associations which had 
the names of 40,000 Chinese Ameri- 
cans on their membership rosters. 

The subpoenas demanded produc- 
tion in "less than .24 hours" of all 
"lists，Trolls， or other records of 
membership of the association dur- 
ing the entire period of the associa- 
tion's existence，all records of dues， 
asSesSsments，contributions，and other 
income of the association，and all 
photographs of the memberships or 
any portion thereof " 


LIKEE AN A-BOMB

FIRST BREAKTHROUGH 


JIhe first breakthrough occurred 
When Several family association 
Uleaders confessed and had their 

tatus。 adjusted. Realizing the . 
importance of these cases，INS made 
"exceptional care to facilitate"” and 
expedite them，according to Leo. 
UINS did the investigation and pap- 
erwork then turned over the cases 
to the Department of Justice to 
decide whether or not to prosecute. 
Although Justice had final say， 
it was understood that in the 
Labsence of other violations the 
immigration cases would generally 
be dismissed,，recalled Leo. 

Leo said there was resistance by 
,Some government officials to the 
program because it offered "two 
bites of the apple" to the immigrant

In most cases the Chinese Con- 
fesssion Program allowed individu- 
als to untangle their convoluted 
false relationships and petition for 
their real families legally. Leo 
recalled that many of the confessees 
WerIe Telieved to have their records 
cleared Up. "It was like going to the 
doctor. Itold the people not to hold 
anything back”he recalls. 

Former Postmaster Lee，whose 
family confessed during the Ppro- 
gram，Said it 3 Success because 让 
enabled thousands of Chinese to 
become jlegalized. "We did nothing 
WIOng. We were legalized，adjusted 
and forgiven via subsequent laws. 
We opened doors for others to be 
legalized.， We are the forerunners 


who had entered the US under 
false claims of 'citizenship，but at 
the Same time continued to give 
Ielief to aliens entering under 
fraudulent visas. 

Attempts by the Chinatown office 
of the SF Neighborhood Legal 
Assistance Foundation to resolve the 
issue in a class action Suit failed in 
1974._ The fate of all of the 25S0 
immigrants is not known，however 
many of them subsequently quali- 
fied for relief under other laws. 

Kathy Lowe，a travel agency 
Owner and an active member of 
many Chinatown organizations， 
was in immigration limbo for 15 
years. She immigrated to the US in 
1952 as the :grand-daughter of a US 
citizen， But her father had ?oughb 
his papers，making her status also 
fraudulent. 

In 1960，the one non-family mem- 
ber that her father had brought to 
the US confessed and Lowe，her 
brothers and sisters and father and 
mother all lost their immigration 
Status. 

Although she was married to a 
citizen and had American-born chil-

of the asylum program because we 
have tested its legajlity in the courts 
and by statute.… 

But Lee admitted the confession 
Program could have been a trap 
for those who had run afoul of the 
law or had beliefs not tolerated at 
the time. 

There was another group of Chi- 
nese Americans who were caught in 
what one immigration judge called 
the "never-never"” land of the Immi- 
gration Service， These were people 
who confessed their fraudulent 
entry，forfeited their citizenships 
and then were not given green 
cards.， Although they were not 
deported，they had no legal status 
which meant they had no Fights. 下 
they left the country，they could 
not return and they could not peti- 
tion for their relatives. 

In 1974，2S0 people who had con- 
fessed under the program had their 
status in "limbo”pending related 
court decisions，EFor no other rea- 
SoOns other than their date of entry 
-- after 19592，and the kind of 
fraud -- a false claim to citizenship 
-- these people were denied legaliza- 
tion. 

Based on an INS interpretation of 
a congressional Te-writing of the 
law in 19532, the INS in 1971 began 
to deny deportation rejlief to aliens 


dren，LOowe's status was not adjusted 
until 1975. She recalls those years 
bitterly，"I bad committed no crime. 
Real criminals had more rights than 


I did. 
Thbhe Confession Program was 


brought to a halt in 1966 when a 
"Very Strong Suspicion，Supportable 

in many instances by the facts，that 

while the confessions closed many 
old “Slots” they were，in effect， 

Opening mew ones” according to 
One Press account. As one Chinese- 
language newSspaper put it "the Ser- 
Vice was Suspicious of Te-con- 

fessions. 

However，retired Leo disputes the 
INS claim of additional frauds. 
"There was 3a Suspicion， bnut 
Subsequent events have not proven" 
their fears. “The Chinese "were not 
inclined to stick their necks out 
again，they were relieved to confess 


and end the deception.” 

Leo's contends that the program 
was "put on the back burner”when 
the government Tealized it was of 
more benefit to the Chinese than to 
its Dwn goals， The December 19065 
Passage of the new immigration law 
also played a major role in the 
termination of the program，since 让 
eliminated most of the Testrictions 
Which had created the “paper Sons” 
system in the first place. 


POSTSCRIPT 


The Chinese “Confession Program 
didnt offer Chinese Americans 
anything they weremt entitled to 
under existing laws. What it did do 
was facilitate the legalization of 
nearly 36,000 Chinese Americans 
whbo_ came to.the US with fraudu- 
lent documents. 

Without the program，individuals 
wishing to“"confess" would have bad 
to wait five years before action 
would have been taken. 

This amounted to Special treat- 
ment，but the_ Chinese didn't want 
Special treatment， Thpere mas 7110 
reaso1l ioO cozijess in their eyes and 
they didn't want to disrupt their 
lives. 

The INS,，trying to end what they 
Saw as faud and seeking to fight 
communism，used every means they 
had to make the Chinese confess. 
The MecCarran-Walter Act of 1952 
fit the bill. 

In retrospect，there were Positive 
and negative Tesults of the Chinese 
Confession Program:. _ Individuals 
were able to become legal and 
bring their real families to the Us. 
But the "dark side” of the Program 
Split families and caused incredible 
Stress.

Legalization Fee for Aliens 
May Top $300 Per Person 


By MAX MILLARD 


SAN FRANCISCO - The decision 
of the Immigration and Naturaliza- 
tion Service (INS) to charge a 4$185 
PrIocessing fee for adult undocu- 
mented aliens wishing to apply for 
legalization Sparked a mass Protest 
from Hispanic and Asian commu- 
nity Organizations when it was 
announced last month. 

Yet the Same oOrganizations that 
complained the loudest are charging 
Up to $200 per adult alien for 
helping to Submit the paperwork to 
the INS. 

Even aliens with good，solid 
documentation Proving their conti- 
nuous residency in the US Since 
January 1，1982 are being urged to 
apply through an intermediary 
Iather than directly to the INS. 
Thus，every adult applicant can 
expect to pay over $300 to get his 
status changed._ And most appli- 
cants -- who lack solid documenta- 
tion -- may end up paying substan- 
tially more. 

Catholic Charities，am arm of the 
Catholic Church，is mounting the 
largest legalization eftort iD the 
nation. It has 11 legalization sites 


in SF and San Mateo counties alone. 


Patrice Perillie，a Spokesperson 
for Catholic Charities in SF，said in 
an interview that her organization 
will charge "in the neighborhood of 
$150 per application per family 
Imember，and $40 for dependents." 
She defended the fee，saying; “The 
]owest attorney Tve heard about is 
$500." 

Shortly after the Immigration 
Reform and Control Act was passed 
last November，the Bay Area's 
major legalization agencies and 
legal services formed the_ Coalition 
for Immigrant and Refugee Rights 
and Services.。 Among the member 
organizations are Catholic Charities， 
the JInternational JInstitute， Asian 
Law Caucus，La Raza Centro Legal， 
and the Mexican American Legal 
Defense and 了 Educational Fund 
(MALDEF). 

Emily Goldfarb， coordinator for 
the Coalition，said in a telephone 
interview that the fee has not yet 
been seb but that "it could be $50 
to $200." 

The charge is necessary，she said, 
"to cover . their costs._ All these 
agencies are Pretty much on a 
Shoestring budget as'it is We had 
to hire new staff，attorneys，volun- 
teer coordinators， . . . Some of us 


will be charging on a sliding scale，- 


with grants to subsidize those who 
cant afford the full cost. Idon't 
know yet how they're going to 
Structure it.” 

One Problem with the law，said 
Goldfarb，is that "everybody thinks 
legalization is much simpler than if 
js。 People have the impression that 


过 you have your documents you 
fl out a form and submit it and 
thats all there is to it. But it's not 
that easy." 

Attorneys，she Said，"are Spending 
20 to 24 hours attending seminars 
to study the legalization steps， In a 
family，for example，what 让 some 
people came here before 1982 and 
SOme people after 19822? 

"It would be great 这 everybody 
could prove that their whole family 
is eligible，that they've _ never been 
arrested，have a permanent job，that 
theyve never been on welfare，all 
these people are vouching for them， 
they have Trent receipts，utility bills. 
But that'Ss the exceptional case." 

By next week,， She said， the Coali- 
tion will decide its fees，install a 
hotline "for all immigration ques- 
tions”and release a list of recom- 
mended private attorneys，who are 
expected to charge $700 to 9$1,000 
per case. 

The Coalition's 1last-minute 
scramble to deal with the amnesty 
problems is largely a result of the 
INSS own lateness and disorganiza- 
tion. Even now，less _ than two 
weeks before the 18-month amnesty 
period begins on May S$，the INS 
does not have any application forms 
available，and has not announced 
the mailing address where com- 
pleted forms and supporting docu- 
ments may be sent. 

Press coverage of the rapidly 
changing regulations have added to 
the confusion. A ZLos 47zgeles 
了 imes article on April 9 reported， 
"All employers are required to 
Teview eveIy new hire's documents 
Showing identity and authorization 
to work.” On April 16 the 7Tzmazes 
reported that prospective employers 
do not have to see any documents， 
but "Should ask the two following 
questions: "Do you claim to qualify 
for the legalization Provisions of 
the new immigration law2? Do you 
intena to apply for legal status and 
Seek interim work authorization 
from INS?7” 

While the JINS is encouraging 
applicants to send in their forms 
directly to an INS field office， 
virtually all community organiza- 
tions are discouraging this Practice. 
The question of whether applicants 
need to Send 'original documents or 
certified copies is still unanswered. 

Richard Konda，a staff attorney 
for the nonprofit Asian Law 
Alliance in San Jose，said that for 
the first 30 days，the JINS will be 
dealing almost exclusively with 
those who are awaiting deportation 
Proceedings. "For other applicants， 
their paperwork will just sit," 
KR&onda said. 

staff attorney Francisco Garcia 
of MALDEF warned that，although 


the INS has pledged all information 
during the amnesty period will be 
confidential and not used for 
deportation Purposes， "personally 工 
don't trust the INS.， In about a 
year，there will be the Problem of 
picking upP someone who isn't eli- 
gible to stay.。 IThey might Say they 
got the information， from Some 
oOtEer SOUrce.” 

On the other hand，said Garcia， 
the law probably has more flexibil- 
ity than it appears to "For 
example， 让 Someone was once on 
Public assistance， itsS not an 
automatic disqualification. 工 think 
3a good attorney could show that 让 
you are currently employed and 
Self-supporting，you are not likely 
to _ become a public charge." 

For the Simpler cases，he believes， 
the Coalition is probably the best 
route for submitting Paperwork. 
"But 站 youre missing documenta- 
tion，then you really have to hustle 
with an attorney to come up with 
thbat documentation. You can， 记 
many cases，use affidavits of people 
who know you，such as a person 
the church or a member of your 
Union." 

One disadvantage of applying for 
legalization through a nonprofit 
agency,， said Garcia，is that "there 
will be a longer wait."” But he 
cautioned against hiring attorneys 
who Simply submit the application 
anc Iake a list of the documents 
needed.
